Two major issues came out of 

the national AIA Grassroots ‘84. 
The first is that the national debt 
affects architects directly, and 
unless the government reduces 
the debt substantially, interest 
rates will soar and the construc- 
tion industry will see once again 
the deep recession we have ex- 
perienced the past few years. 
This is a nonpartisan issue and 
several of our Michigan 
representatves to Grassroots ‘84 
met with their Congressmen to 
express our concerns as ar- 
chitects. This was a step in the 
right direction, but it is the sup- 
port of the AIA members that 
punts; you too must contact 
ur U.S. Senators and 
‘epresentatives. 
The second issue, closer to 
home, is the increased practice 
of the State and Local govern- 
ment requesting bid proposals 
for professional services. At a 
special meeting of similar sized 
AIA components the presidents 
and vice-presidents from Califor- 
nia, Florida, Illinois, New York, 
Texas, as well as Michigan, 
discussed the issue at length and 
it has become apparent that the 
practice is becoming more and 
more prevalent throughout the 
country. 

The Consulting Engineers 
Council has written a profes- 
sional Design Services Procure- 
ment Act that addresses the issue 
and proposes that the State of 
Michgan select A/E firms on the 
basis of ability to provide the pro- 
fessional services rather than on 
fee alone. The MSA supports this 
act and when it goes into com- 
mittee, urges your individual

Following in the footsteps of 
my predecessor, John Jickling, 
FAIA, is quite a job, but | am try- 
ing my best to become quickly 
informed on the issues, ac- 
quainted with state and national 
staff and officers, and involved in 
the responsibilities of this 
position. 

An orientation meeting was 
held in Washington, D.C. on 
November 21-22, 1983, where | 
met for the first time the new 
“‘class’’ of directors from all over 
the country — 12 in total in- 
cluding one public member and 
one Council of Component Ex- 
ecutives (CACE) member. A ter- 
rific group! 

The Board Meeting held on 
December 7-10, 1983 grouped 
our new class of directors silent- 
ly in the back room for the first 
three days, but installed us the 
4th day with full voting rights. My 
assignment as a Board Member 
is to the Membership Service 
Commission with a specific 
assignment to the “Architects in 
Government’ Committee. This is 
an intriguing assignment since 
approximately 28% of our AIA 
membership comes from non- 
practice architectural back- 
grounds. An invitation was also 
received to moderate a distin- 
guished panel of experts for the 
COFPAE Conference on March 
9, but we were unable to work 
out some details concerning that 
invitation. 

On February 1-4 the 
“Grassroots” Conference in 
Washington, D.C. was well at- 
tended by Michigan people, 
many with their wives. As 
previous such affairs, it was an 
extremely informative affair, 
highlighted by seminars, the ap- 
pearance of six Congressmen 


and closed on Saturday morning 
with Arch Lustberg, Author, 
discussing “Testifying With 
Impact.” 

On Saturday afternoon, 
February 4, former AIA President 
Randy Vosbeck and his Ex- 
ecutive Vice President Search 
Committee presented a recom- 
mendation to the AIA Board for 
consideration. After over two 
hours of questions and answers, 
the AIA Board unanimously en- 
dorsed the recommendation of 
the Committee and Louis L. 
Marines was approved at the 
next Executive Vice President of 
AIA. | am sure you will receive 
a great amount of information 
concerning the qualifications of 
Mr. Marines, who is not a 
stranger to Michigan with 
previous affiliations with William 
Kessler & Associates and Weld 
Coxe. 


BEAUBIEN HOUSE 
RENOVATION 
PROGRESS REPORT

1984 President WMC/AIA 
Committees for 1984 have 
been organized in the Western 
Michigan Chapter for just over 
two months and planned actions 
hold much promise for ac- 
complishment during the year. 
Stimulated by past Western 
Michigan Chapter successes in 
effecting change and increasing 
attention to architectural design 
in Kalamazoo, newly formed this 
year are four Urban Design 
Assistance Teams — each form- 
ed to relate to the largest four ur- 
ban center locations in the 11 
counties which comprise the 
Chapter area: Battle Creek area, 
Benton Harbor area, Jackson 
area, and Kalamazoo area. 
Nelson Nave, AIA, chairs the 
UDAT/Kalamazoo area; efforts of 
this committee are focused this 
spring on the continuing plann- 
ing concerns of the rail-overpass 
construction proposed for down- 
town Kalamazoo by a previous 
administration in Kalamazoo. 
Plans are underway to conduct 
a series of public awareness 
seminars in the Kalamazoo 
center prior to a special spring 
election called for the public to 
vote on this issue. The seminars 
will bring together plans and 
other graphic material prepared 
by the committee and other in- 
dividuals to illustrate alternate 
courses of action proposed by 
Kalamazoo area architects and 
planners — proposals which 
build upon an orderly sequence 
of planning efforts of the past — 
including the Gruen Plan and 
board recommendations made 
by the Kalamazoo Planning 
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Commission in 1977. Concerns 
expressed by the Western 
Michigan Chapter membership 
during the past two years — 
including an “Onion Award” 
given to the City of Kalamazoo, 
newspaper viewpoint articles 
and frequent other expressions 
of concern regarding the rail- 
overpass construction pro- 
posal — have been instrumental 
in focusing the attention of the 
public on this issue, have con- 
tributed to a continuing 
dialogue, and some say have 
contributed to the overwhelming 
election of a new mayor in 
Kalamazoo who, as a member of 
the City Commission, voted 
against the proposal in the past. 
The presentations planned in 
April are a continuation of the 
expression of concern, will 
highlight positive and rational 
and creative planning efforts and 
solutions which have been 
realized in Birmingham, Ann Ar 
bor, Lansing and Flint, and will 
outline an alternate course of ac- 
tion aimed at continued im- 
provement in Kalamazoo. 

In September, 1984, a week- 
end “charette” is planned for 
Benton Harbor; Christopher 
Brooks, AIA, chairs the UDAT/ 
Benton Harbor area. Although 
the “charette” is being organ- 
ized by Chapter members 
located near Lake Michigan, it is 
expected that the program will 
draw upon the design resources 
of many members of the Chapter 
from the Battle Creek, Jackson 
and Kalamazoo areas. The City 
of Benton Harbor is “on target” 
toward recovery in 1984, accor- 
ding to new Benton Harbor 
Mayor Wilce Cooke. Benton 
Harbor, with a population of 
16,000, has recently assembled 
new professional management 
staff, has established a five-year 
plan, including the establishment 
of a North of Main Industrial 
Park, and through cooperation 
with the City of St. Joseph is eligi- 


ble for a $1.5 million Urban 
Development Action Grant. It is 
expected that several teams of 
architects from Western 
Michigan will gather to 
demonstrate through their 
designs the possibilities for the 
continued redevelopment of the 
City and the area, recognizing its 
historic past, and highlighting its 
rich natural physical resources, 
the beauty of the area, and 
potentials for the fruture. Major 
Western Michigan corporations 
such as Whirlpool, Clark, Heath- 
Zenith, Herman Miller, Upjohn, 
together with the Twin-Cities 
Chamber of Commerce, students 
and faculty from Andrews 
University, Lake Michigan Com- 
munity College, Ferris State, and 
others will be invited to par- 
ticipate in the work. 

Please note your calendar: St 
Joseph's Krasl Art Center will be 
host for the traveling exhibit 
prepared by members of the 
Western Michigan Chapter AIA 
entitled “Celebration of 125 
Years of Architecture in 
Southwestern Michigan” April 
4-27. Opening reception April 8 
from 2 to 4 p.m.
